be reputeand eſtcemed airt and part with them, inthe crimes forcſatds , and purſued therefore with all rigor, to the terror of others: 
Requiring hegeby all Sheriffs, Stewards, Bailies of Regalities and Bailiries, and their Deputs , and Magiſtrates of Burghs, 
to apprehendand commit to priſon any of che perſons above-written, Our Rebels, whom they ſhall find in their reſpeRive ju- 
rifdictions, according to juſtice, as you will anſwer to Us thereupon, The which rodoWe commit to you ; conjunctiy and ſeve- 
rally , Our full power ; by theſe Our letters, delivering' them by you duely execite, and indorſat again to the Bearer, |
